GOP kills cap proposal

cent tax rate reduction will take effect 
Friday.- 

. "I can put my veto pen away." 
President Reagan said following the 
SHSvote. 

Only thrae of the 54 Republicans 
voted in favorof curbing the tax cut.- 
whlch the Democratic-dominated 
House approved 229-!9l-laat week. 
Only four of the 46 Senate Democrats 
defected to vote against the bill. 

House Speaker Thomas O'NeUl had 
championed the proposal, arguing 
most benefits from Reagan's three- 
year tax cut program are going lo the 
rich. 

"The Senate's failure to approve the 
. tax cap may have been a victory for 
the .president but a defeat for fai^ 
nes8,"0'Nelil8ald. 

But Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Robert Dole, R-Kan.. who 
led the fight against the limit, said. 
"The working men and women of 
America were the real winners today.

not soak the rich, as the Democrats 
intended, but hurt middle-Income 
taxpayers, particularly two-lncomff' . 
families .and the majority of small 
businesses that pay individual rather^ 
than corporate taxes. , . . ;

But Evans expressed concern that 
Watt Justified sale of public lands- to

•Watt Inslsted'that was not the cas^ 
even though minutes before he had 
nfientloned the-lond revenue' as a way 
to help cover the'deflci tr 

When 'EvfUu, whose state Is two- 
thirds ownetl- by the federal gov- 
ernment, raised the issue, Watt told 
the audiencia to erase It from their 
minds. "Retiring the debt Is not the 
Objector this tMng." he said. 

Evans couritered that the Issue was . 
"a matter of trust. We're suspicious." 

Part of his suspicion, he said, in-, 
volved creation of a Property Review 
Board by President Reagan In 1982 to 
oversee thaaales. . . ' - 

He asked Watt If he would recom- 
mend to the president that he abolish 
this board. To this. Watt said the board 
was not actively involved in the sales 
now, but he declined to say that he 
would make such a recommendation. 

"We have worked out the dif- 
ferences." Watt said. * 

."Not fully." Evans replied. "But we. 
don't heed to get into details." . — 
"An acre hero, an acre there." Watt ■ 
said.

Court gave Its blessing Wednesday to 
special tax breaks for parents of 
parochial schools students, ruling 5^

Corrections chief pans state pnson

TWIN FAI<1£ — Idaho's penitentiary, com- 
pleted in 1974. is plagued by a totally Inadequate 
design, which results In Inefficient' use. of man- 
power and secitrily risks, the state's new correc- 
tions chief said Wednesday. 

Al Murphy, the 3&-year-old former Oklahoma ' 
prison warden who was named last month as 
director of Idaho's Department of Corrections, 
was even more blunt during a radio talk-show 
interview. He labeled the facility "Junk." 
- "I don't like the Institution. I really don't." 
Murphy said in an interview with The Times- 
News. "It's not the staff; It's the architectural 
— design." 

Murphy visited Twin Falls on Wedn«day and.. 
ouUlned-hls gcals'to improve the state's prison 
— system.-Nct Includedin hla Immediate. pIansJa.a,. 
proposal to transform the 30-year-old former 
state tuberculosis hospital in Gooding into a 
minimum-security facility. 
"I'm going to look at it and see- if It's even 



realistic." 

The key to any decision will depend on de- 
termining whether the plan is feasible, as welj as 
acceptable to the community, he says. 

"I'm not going to go Into a community that 
doesn't want us." : 

Although he planned to visit the Gooding 
building later Wednesday iand to discuss the 
matter next week with U. Gov. DavJd Leroy.- 
Murphy says no decision will be made before the 
end of the year. The earliest a pnqx»al would be 
taken to the Legislature would be 1985, he said. 

Murphy says the penitentiary Is too spread out 
and consists of too many buildings for efficient 
useof manpower. 

It also presents security risks for guards. Some 
cells have bars, which' aUow Inmates to have 
. access to guards and each other.' And the lack of 
toilets in Indlvldual.cells means that guards must 
-eilher leave the cells open at night or continually 
open them, he says. ^ . ^ 

. ''That's dangerous, and that's notl)rl^t.ThatJ8- 
an architectural problem." ■ ■ ' '

Implement any regulation until it is 
approved by a Joint resolution of 
Congress and signed by the president. 

The House was shaken June 23 when 
the Supreme Court ruled legislative 
vetoes were unconstitutional, and 
much of the debate Wednesday cen> 
tered on that Issue. 

Levitas said this was the "first of 
hundreds of times we are going to 
have to restructure the delicate 
balance-of power" as a result of that 
Supreme Court deciston. 
, Lawmakers have been trying to find 
alternatives to the legislative veto 
since the Sqireme Court ruled 7-2 
Ihev were unconstitutional because 



they thwart the presfdefat's authority 
to manage the government. But, not 
all House members agreed Ijevltas' 
amendment was the best way to deal 
with the problem. 

"Drafting this kind of sweeping 
legislation wltliout due considerathin 
Is the worst way to legislate." Rep. 
John Dingcll. D>Micb.. told col- 
leagues. "It should ~be done in com- 
mittee" with due consideration, he 
said. 

Rep. Dan Gllckman. D-Kan..

Class C 
fireworks —thesmall fireworks permitted (or 
family use — generally ore not dangerous 
when usee) with commoo sense. According lo 
the U.S."*- Consumer Product Safety . Com- 
mission, most Iitiurles caused by fireworks 
result from misuse, not malfunction. 

Nonetheless, the potenlla) lor tragedy exists 
even with Class C fireworics. 



"So dam many kids get hurt ,wllh these 
things." Roberts says. He considers adult 
supervision to be the most Important precau- 
tion. 

He also advises choosing a safe area out- 
doors In which to Ugbt fireworks, such as a 
parlclng lot, where there arc lib weeds or 
trash. 

A problem that kids do not always realize. 
Roberts says, is that when flre'worki; come 
down, they are still hot and can cause fires on 
roofs. Sparklers, too. he warns, remain hot 
and can cause serious bunis. They shotild be 
put In a bucket of water after use.

TWIN FAI.LS - The Idaho Com- 
mission, on the Arts will not help pay 
for the Northwest Opera Association's 
production of "Hansel and Gretel" 
this fall because it is giving priority to 
groups presenting professional Ortlsts 
— those who make thoir UvlnBs Sing* 
ing and acting in the opera. 

The Twin Fall»-based organization 
wants to know If that policy will bar it 
from ever obtaining an arts grant to 
stage a local opera with local stars. 

And Rep. Tom Stivers,. R-Twln 
Falls, the qKOleeroI the Idaho Mouse 
of Representatives, says that policy 
conflicts with the slate commission's 
first stated priority - projects In- 
volving Idaho's artists and arts or^- 
nlzatlons. 

There are no professional Idaho 
opera companies and few. If any, 
professional opera performers In 



Commission for ttie third time in three 
years. It hod asked for $4,300 from the 
state to put on the classic opera, 
which would ' cost approximately 
514.400. 

The local organization Imports 
outrof-state professional companies to 
play, In Twin Falls every other year. 
These out-ot-state groups apparently 
are preferred by the commission for 
funding. But the association generally 
loses money on the shows, says Doris 
Youtz, a long-time member. 

Productions featuring local talent, 
though, Invariably turn a ptvflt. Part 
of the reason is that the local "stars" 
donate their time and talent, even if 
they are Instructors In the fields of 
music or acting, association members 
say. 

They would have to be paid, as well

Pesticide measure 
clear^-Gommission-

TWIN FAU.fi — The Twin Falls 
Planning and Zoning Commission has 
passed an amended version of an 
ordinance that would place limited 
restrictions on the location of futui*: 
pesticide-handling facilities in the 
city. 

The ordinance now goes to Twin 
Falls City Council for consldei'atlon 
and possible adoption. 

TheTimended version of the ordi- 
nance — passed on a 7-2 vote Tuesday 
night — would apply only to the city's 
industrial zones. The amendment that 
was .adopted watered down 
strictlonp In the original ; 
which was presented to the com- 
mission by a special commlttce about 
a month ago. 

. That committee was composed of 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
members, Buena Vista-area resi- 
dents, a nearby warehouse owner and 
cltystaffmembers. 

It recommended that those wanting 
to operate future pesticide-handling 
facilities should first have to obtain a 
special-use permit if their location 
was going to be within 300 feet of a 
residential dwelling. , 

The amendment, which was 
adopted ^unanimously by the com-' 
mission, changed this so, that a 
special-use-permit-only would be re- 
quired when the pesticide facility Is.' 
within 300 feet of an area designated 
residential In the city's com- 
preheiBfve plan. 

The amendment was oIIered_by_ 
commission member Ken Roy, He 
said his intent was to reduce by 90 
percent the amounfof pertnlls rer, 
quired under the proposed ordfriancc.j 
He said be did not want to see.Uw 
city's Industrial zoiws governed, hy 
excessive rcgidation.' 

The Issue concerned wtiat com- 
mission member John BonneU re- 



ferred to as "transitional zones." 

Bay pointed out that there are 
numerous residences within the city's 
industrial zones. 

These residences, which are rem- 
nants of the past, should not block_ 
_^ijdust[:ial_jle.v,elapment where It- 
dearly has been 'designated In the 
^city's comprehensive plon, he said. 

In particular, these residences 
should not stop a pesticide facility 
from locating anywhere In the midst 
of an Industrial zone, he said. 

City engineer Gary 'Y'ouiig pointed ' 
out that the amended version of the 
proposed ordinance affords no pro- 
tection to long-time residential sub- 
divisions, which recently may have 
been annexed into industrial areas. 

Roy agreed with 'Young when 
Young asked If residents of those 
areas would be "on theirown." 

In fact. Roy said,' "If someone 
wanted to build right next door to Mr. 
Muir, they would not tiave to receive a 
special-use permit (under the 
amended version of the proposed 
ordinance)!-'. 

Health complaints by residents of • 
the Buena Vista neighborhood, cost of 
Muir's warehouse, off Canyon Drive,

Old hospital renovation may get help

' TWIN FAUJS — Renovation of the old Twin Falls ' 
County hospital may be eligible for some tddfiral 
funding, an engineering firm told county officials, 
this week. 

But county officials need to be flexible. Federal 
funding may pay for part of such a project, but locU 
fund-raising efforts also may be required for many 
of the uses proposed for the building, according to a" 
report prepar»l by J-U-B Engineers Inc. 

The vacant, three- story building. located east of 
MoRic. Valley Regional Medical CMter. served as 



the county hospital until, completion of what was 
then called Magic VallcjrMemorial Hospital In the 
early ISSOs. The building was next used as a county 
office building unUI four years ago. when (be county 
offices and other agencies moved Into the old Idaho 
State Polioe headquarters. 

"The ball is back In our court," says county 
CommisskmerJudyFelton. "Basically, we have lo 
decide how to use ttK building." 

For the moment, county officials say th^ will 
' further investigate potential uses for the building 
and study the amount of Interest/rom Individuals or 
groups. 

Another possllilllty for the building emerged 



Tuesday. According to Fellon. one state agency is 
looking at the building. She declined to elaborate-, 
however.

Council hopes to use the tum-of-the<entury structure for 
newofflces for the expanding city government, and lo rent 
office space for new businesses locating in Hailey. 

"The present City Hall is inadequate for the present city 
offices." Ralney said, "and wlll-become more and more 
inadequate in t he f uture. < '• 

"In addltlon.Vo need a communVty building ahd'thls 
seemedllkea logical facility."^ ' 

Sun .Valley iteaity. which Is handling the listing of the

sccking a S290.000 purchase price. However, city officials 
-say they may-be able to acquire the former hotel and its 
property for slightly less than that, i - 

If the city acquires the property, a full-scale renovation 
project will be required. The city's engineers have not 
conducted a structural analysis of the building so renova- 
tion costs are not known yet -- - 

The city will seek a Community Development block 
grant, which will not require matching funds from the city, 
lo pay for the acquisition and renovation of the structure. 
Ralney said. 

The block grants are money provided by the federal 
department of Housing and Urban Development and are 



luumlnislcrcd by the state Economic Development Ad* 
mlnisjnitlon. 

N^~grant application has been made at this time, 
however, as the prt^wsoi is only in the tentative discussion 
stage at present, the mayor indicated. 

Tentatively, the city would lise a portion of the building 
and rent the remainder of the remodeled structure to 
private businesses.

Whlttopi and the city of Rupert have

The^conservatlon 
program was Included in the legisla- 
tion at a time when forecasts- pre- 
dicted an energy shortnge In the 
Pacific Northwest. Instead, the region 
has been enjoying an energy surplus, 
safdWhlttom. ' 

The program Involves providing 
funds to insulate and caulk homes, 
and to InslofJ other energy saving 
devices in homes that use electrical 
power as their primary energy 

-source. 

To qualify for the funds, 'a home- 
owner must have an energy audit 
completed on the home. Persons In- 
terested In the program should con* 
tact the-Rupert public works director. 
DonaldCourtrlght, at43&490a 
Whlttom said that during a recent 



conference he attended in Seattle, he 
found "growing support" opposing 
the conservation program. 

"I think our voice Is-finally being 
heard," Whlttom said, noting that the 
BPA recently trtmmcd Its conserva- 
tion program budget by "a sizable 
amount." 

"We're trying to prove it's_not 
economically feasible. It's socialism 
In action. 

"The only way for conservation to 
-work is-to niako.lt-cost«ffoctlve-and- 
voluntary." 

Utilities that do not participate In 
the program arc penalized by the 
addition of a surcharge in the 
wholesale costs ol power supplied 
them by the BPA-. Rupert is served by 
0 city-owned utility.

JEROME — Fees for building 
permits In Jerome County have been 
increased for the first time since the 
1973 Uniform Building 'Code was 
adopted In the county. 
County commissioners, acting on 
"recommendations of the county 
PlanhTng and Zoning Commlsslon'Sttd 
_ building Inspector Al Hepworth^ voted 
to replace the 1073 figures wltllthose, 
recommended In the 1979 Uniform 
Building Code. 
County commissioners said the rec-

codes will. cost Jerome county resi- 
dents and builders a little more. 
— Thenew feeswUl costamlntmumof" 
?7.50 for^ a building project of up to .

Each foe is based on the 
structural value of the- building far 
which the permit is requested. 

As an example, to build a homo with

and one point above the reading for May 1982. 

"The rebound In output has lasted long enough and is strong 
enough now to require higher levels of employment." said Kenneth 
Goldstein. Conference Board associate economist. 

"While production Is expected to continue to rise taster than 
employment, production Is now rising fast enough to open up 
opportunities for some, although by no means all. of those who losl 
Jobs In the back-to-back recession."

"This decision Is entirely consistent 
with baseball's policy granting ahi- 
nesty to players who on the first 
occasion voluntarily seek drug abuse 
treatment," Kuhn said in a Statement 
released simultaneously In New York 
and Los Angeles. 

"Baseball policy does not. however, 
guarantee amnesty for renewed drug 
usage or for failure to follow a re- 
hablllUon program. Moreover, .thei 
facts developed In our Investigation 
demonstrate that Howe sought 
treatmentjonly ■after__a,_sieric3. of 
'absences alerted the Dodgers to 
Howe's current problem which the 
Dodgers relaytsd to Howe's agent."

BOISE — Effective Friday. It could l>e expensive to be caught wllli 
an iiioBoJIycapturedchlnooksalmon. 

Conviction for the "illegal killing, possession or waste" of n 
Chinook salmon will cull for a mandatory 510{)'t'ivll penalty, uniter a 
law approved by the Ixjgislnture last winter. 

The law also demands civil reimbursement for anyone convlclc<l 
of Illegally catching a Chinook salmon or II other species of fish ani^. 
wildlife. Violations are a misdemeanor under ihe new law. but fines 
and penalties can be imposed In addition to civil penalties. . 

Under' the new statute, a magistrate must as.scss a penalty of 
$1X00 for each caribou, bighorn sheep, mountain goat or moose 
Illegally killed, possessed or wasted, and S500 for each elk. 

Convictions Involving deer, antelope, wild turkey, whistling .swan 
' and sturgeon each require a J200 penalty. 

Challis roads, trails open 

, . CHAUJS — The U.S. Forest Service reports that most back- 
country roads and campgrounds In the Challis. Ust River. Middle 
Fork, and Yankee Fork ranger districts of the Challis National 
Forest arc open for the summer. 

The exceptions are Mill Creek Road In the Challis Ranger District, 
still closed by snow at high altitudes; Doublesprlngs Pass In the I-osl 
River district, due to snow at the summit; Mine Hill/Alder Creek 
Road in the I-ost River district, due to snow: Main «Vder Creek Road 
at Sawmill Creek in the I^t River district, due to high water ami- 
washouts; Antelope Road in the I^st Hiver district, due to higli 
water: and the I-oon Creek Road In the Yankee Fork Ranger district, 
due to snow. ' • 

The Forest Service says water is still running across many roads 
and trails.
